from his wages or salary.

dit union enables the wage earner 
the small salried man or the farmer 
with very limited capital to borrow

without the unjon he would be unable 
to borrow at all or only at ruinous

The credit union is comparatively 


a new thing in the United States. 
It originated on the other side.

\arious states have

unions but the general principals are 
the same. 
Massachusetts and Xorth 


Carolina were among the pioneers in 
the movement. , In a 
general way 


credit union has been defined as a 
"Co-operative association whose ob- 
jects are (1) to promote thrift among 
its members and (2) to provide its 
members with credit facilities." 
An- 


other authority has called a credit 
union "a bank in minature." 
In 


ever case 
the union operates under 


state authority and supervision and 
conforms to certain general regula- 
tions prescribed by the state authori- 
ties. 
It mobilizes the savings of its 


members, savings so small individual- 
Ij as to appear hardly worth while 
and makes loans so small as to fall 
without the proiince of the commer- 
cial bank. 


Credit unions are organized for the 
most part by a" particular 
group, 


either engaged in the same line of in- 
dustry or living in the same neigh- 
borhood 
In Massachusetts and In 


the industrial states of. the north hte 
credit unions are generally employees 
of corporation* 
In North Carolina 


and in the agricultural,elates of the 
fcouth and the west they are small 
farmers. 
At first thought it would 


seem that this business of making 
small loan, -on individual credit in- 
volved a good deal of risk, but the 
records show that the risk is very 
«small. 
In fact the results compare 


very favorabily with those of 
the 


building and loan and that is high 
pralee.
